While everybody acknowledges 
that this ia the precarious and nerve¬ 
testing time, and everyone i» more 
inclined to twist hU neck upwards in 
search of evidence of coming rain, 
than to be looking to the daily rou¬ 
tine of regular business or worrying 
about more trivial affairs, it is be¬ 
coming that we maintain our equili¬ 
brium and keep a stiff upper lip ano 
look at the present conditions philo¬ 
sophically. The Vulcan district is far 
from being in a dangerous condition 
because of lack of moisture; and 
while the crops, which a week ago 
were in such promising conditions, 
are at present suffering from the 
severe hot spell with accompanying 
heavy winds which have retarded 
their advance and in some places has 
shrivelled up the stand to a point 
seemingly hopeless, yet most of the 
damage seems to be on the surface, 
and a good rain would establish a 
quick revival with beneficial results.. 

The past few good rains have fur¬ 
nished considerable moisture which 
is yet retained in the soil, which will 
keep alive the plants even though the 
surface indications look impossible ii 
some places. Truly the present con¬ 
ditions are deterrent and will havt 
its injurious effects upon the general 
former expectations of a big yield, 
but “bumper crops” are the exception 
and not the rule and we Hlay this 
year have to bo contented with an 
average yield. This will- bo easily 
possible now with the help of a few 
good rains coming within the week, 
which would give u* a general aver¬ 
age yield in the Vulcan district. Reid 
Hill, Ensign, Gleichen and the terri¬ 
tory surrounding have been favored 
with occasional good rains and con¬ 
ditions there are favorable for better 
than a normal harvest. The extreme¬ 
ly hot wave «**~hemvy dry winds "Sf 
the past week end will result in rain, 
if all natural precedents and predic¬ 
tions are n^t obliterated and it can¬ 
not comp/foo soon, say we. We want 
-ti—rrerrf and Its arrival would relieve 
the tension and ease the minds of 
every farmer in the district whose 
fortunes ace at present hanging in 
the balance because of the present 
lack of moisutre.

HOT WAVE GENERAL. 




Rather strange and in fact ridicu¬ 
lous, under the Munro Doctrine the 
U. S. refuses the right of any Euro¬ 
pean nation to Interfere in the busi¬ 
ness or government in any of the 
Republics of North or South Ameri¬ 
ca, but the U. S. Senate attempts to 
dictate to Great Britain the policy It 
should follow with Ireland. 


The hot wave with prevailing 
heavy winds is general throughout 
the country. Reports come to us that 
excessively hot weather is being ex¬ 
perienced throughout the east in all 
localities to the Atlantic Ocean. It 
is unusually hot, and people and 
>-rops are suffering in consequence. 
They have had more rains through¬ 
out the eastern country, however, 
and the early spring was abnormally 
we', but at present like ourselves, 
they are suffering from excessive 
heat and drouth so we are not alone 
in our misery. We here, however, who 
arc primarily dependent upon the 
soil’s production for our complete 
maintenance, are naturally more ef¬ 
fected and consequently have more 
cause for complaint than those of the 
more thickly populated eastern com¬ 
munities, which have varied indus¬ 
tries upon which they rely for the 
support of their people. We have 
cast our lot in the West, and in this 
Articular locality, knowing its pecu¬ 
liarities and its possibilities as well 
as its eccentricities, and with it we 
stand or fall. We are loyal to its 
possibilities and lenient towards its 
whims and changeable conditions, 
and in the long run the man who 
stays with it wins out and lands on 
“easy street.”

REPORT OF THE DEPART¬ 
MENT OF AGRICUL¬ 
TURE. 

Edmonton, June 1919. 

The report of May 31st on crop 
conditions indicated a continuation of 
rather favorable conditions following 
the period o f active seeding subject 
to a delay of warmth over the whole 
of the province and the prevalence of 
drying winds. In the south the mois¬ 
ture supply had *ot got beyond cur¬ 
rent requirements. Cut-worms had 
appeared im some localities corres¬ 
ponding with the areas of limited 
moisture, but really occurring gen- 
eitilly in all of the open prairie 
area of the province, as far north a> 
Ponoka. This condition up to the 
end of the third week of May did not 
appear to be wholly favorable, but 
on May 28th a general rain set in to 
the extent of reviving the whole 
crop of the province and general)} 
changing the overall outlook to a 
hope of good crop conditions. 

CUTWORMS. 

The rains at the close of the month 
were scarcely sufficient to put an end 
to cutworm troubles and thte ha* 
continued to the point of briugjug 
about an appreciable damage of crops 
generally at points such as Magrath 
Carmangay Retlaw, Vulcan, Clares- 
ftolm, Olds, Innisfail, Red Deer, La- 
combe and Ponoka; also at point.-, 
along the‘ open eastern side of the 
province. Gardens have suffered in 
an area considerably wider and more 
general than the area where field 
crop damage has occurred. 

The damage from cutworms is now 
practically spent. It is reported to 
amount to as high as five per cent 
in a few districts in the south bui 
this is probably putting it rathe* 
high. Cutworms are somewhat bat 
in Carstairs and Olds districts to thi 
north of Calgary. South ,of Calgai j 
the worst area for cutworms is be 
’tween High River and Retlaw. Grass 
hoppers are reported" from only one 
district in the south, but'not as a lim¬ 
iting factor. 

MOISTURE. 

Since thd general rain on the 28t! 
and 29th of May there has not bee" 
a similar general rain but there have 
been in nearly all parts of the pro 
vince fairly satisfying local shower* 
In the Peace River country reports 
go to show that the supply during 
the whole of the past month ha* 
been abundant and crops are in gooi 
condition both as to grain and hay 
but the progress of growth is not as 
rapid as it should be owing to rathe, 
cool weatlfer. Heat and sunshine are 
the helps principally needed to speed 
up the crop. There Is no damage re¬ 
ported in the north from cutworms, 
and very little soil drifting. 

In the central part of the province 
J there have been frequent rains o. 
local character. Nearly every part ol 
Central Alberta has been welL served 
for moisture except along the easteri 
half of the Canadian Northern Rail¬ 
way between Edmonton and Lloyd- 
minster. In the Vermilion district 
conditions have not been very favor¬ 
able since seeding. There have bee*, 
strong winds and very little rain anu 
in this neighborhood it will require 
very good conditions to bring the 
crop up to an ordinary average. Oth¬ 
erwise the crop for a hundred mile 
radius around Edmonton is good. It 
has. not received the moisture that 
the farmers would like but grain 
crops are established in good condi¬ 
tion and have only been held back by- 
cool weather. The slow spring ha* 
somewhat bound up the growth of 
tame meadows and the top of vege¬ 
tation on native pasture is not as for¬ 
ward as it might be but cattle and 
horses are both looking w'ell. 

In Southern Alberta conditions are 
somewhat irregular, due to the un¬ 
equal distribution of rains, the rav¬ 
ages of cutworms in special locali¬ 
ties, the effect of winds and the vari¬ 
ations in the strength of crop, due 
to differences in the preparation of 
land. The eastern side of the south 
has been rather fortunate in mois¬ 
ture, and likewise the country imme¬ 
diately tributary to the foothills and 
rains have occurred along the middle 
district all. the way from Red Peer 
to the boundary, fcut chiefly in short 
showers. In the middle south mois¬ 
ture is^needed to save the crop on 
land other than summer fallow. 

It is not yet possible to predict a 
full crop. Conditions over most parts 
of the province may be safely called 
gomf, but In the area where moisture 
is most commonly below ideal supply 
there is still an aspect o f precarious¬ 
ness. The weather, however is ap¬ 
parently broken and there is ground 
to hope for ultimately good returns. 


A recent vote of the U. S. Congress 
put an end to the daylight saving 
measure.

on S. E. corner or the S. W. qr. of the 
above section. 

The report of the committee re the 
advisability of changing the road sec. 
33-20-23-4 was accepted and ‘a vote 
of thanks tendered Mr. Vancil for his 
kind offer of,the use of this diversion 
for the year. 

It was moved and carried that Mi. 
■Shouldice be authorized to do any 
work that is absolutely necessary, 
mch as washouts, etc., but no new 
work Is to be started. 

The Secretary wus instructed to 
write the Department of Indian Af¬ 
ar '' 8 again relative to the granting 
>f a road allowance on the Indian Re¬ 
serve starting between sec. 3 ajjii « 
11-23-4,- and leading down the hill to ! 
-he Bow River Bridge. 

The bridge across the irrigation 
litch south of sec 1-19-22-4 was de¬ 
clared unsafe for public traffic, and 
closed at once by placing notices at 
'ach approach of the bridge 

The Secretary was instructed to se- 
ure information regarding the pay- 
nent to Mr. Whistler for land taken 
by the Municipality as a road allow 
inc e sec. 33-20-22-4. 

On motion by Mr. Spanke the soc- 
lelary was instructed to write De- 
>artment of Public Works relative to 
Mr. Macleod leasing the original road 
•llow’ance lying south of the south-, 
west quarter of section 26-18-22-4; 
-tating that the Municipality has no 
objection to Mr. Macleod leasing the 
•name at the present time. 

The Municipality will purchase an 
idding machine from Mr. B. R. Lom- 
natzsch, price $285. 

Bills to the amount of $423.21 were 
ordered paid. „ "

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TAXATION OF LAND ACCORDING 
TO VALUE. 


by legislation introduced by the Min- 

ter of Municipal Affairs, so that be¬ 
ginning with the year 1920 all taxes 
levied by the Province, either direct¬ 
ly or Indirectly will be levied accord¬ 
ing to the value of the land, and not 
according to the area. That Is, all 
taxes levied on lands outside of or¬ 
ganised school districts under the 
Educational Tax Act; levied on all 
lands In the Provinoe under the Sup¬ 
plementary Revenue Act; taxes lev¬ 
ied on lands outside of organized 
Municipal Districts under the Im¬ 
provement District Act, and taxes 
levied on lands subject to taxation 
under the Wild Lands Tax Act, will 
be levied according to the value of 
the land taxes. The only exception 
will be the taxation of lands leased 
from the Dominion Government, and 
in these cases the taxes will still be 
levied on our acreage basis, but as 
the rate is low it does not create any 
great hardship. 

In -preparation for this work, all 
lands outside of organized Municipal¬ 
ities are now being valued under the 
direction of the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs and Municipal Districts which 
are not already levying their taxes 
according to land vaules, will be re¬ 
quired to value all their lands for the 
purpose of taxation under the Sup¬ 
plementary Revenue Act next year. 

-The basis of taxation is the cash 
value of the land without taking into 
account any improvements made up¬ 
on »hp land by the expenditure of 
capital or labor. In working out this 
cash value there are only three mat¬ 
ters which are required t<

When a rate of taxation amount¬ 
ing to about $2.00 per quarter sec¬ 
tion was the total tax required to be 
levied on the lands in the Province 
for Provincial or Municipal purpos¬ 
es the fact that thesse taxes were 
levied on a flat rate of so much per 
acre, regardless of the value of the 
land, did not cause any particular 
complaint as while it was not a fair 
basis of taxation, the amount of 
taves payable on each quarter section 
wag so small that no particular hard¬ 
ship was caused, and the fact that 
a man owning a quarter section 
worth about $1000 paid as large a tax 
as a man owning a quarter section 
woHh $4000 was nqt given much con¬ 
sideration. As the years went on it 
was necessary to raise the rate of 
taxation and to levy additional taxes. 
With increased taxation, it becomes 
very evident that- the levying of 
taxes on an acreage basis was not 
fair. It is admitted that it is im¬ 
possible to levy taxes on an absolute¬ 
ly fair basis but the Increasing of the 
amount of taxes payable on a quar¬ 
ter section made it clear that a sys¬ 
tem of taxation whereby a quarter 
section worth ftnly about $1000 was 
taxed as high as one worth $4000 
was not just.
